2. To hear the reports of all committees and take 
any vote relative thereto. 


3. To see if the town will vote to accept State 
T. R. A. for construction of Class IV and Class V roads 
and raise and appropriate or set aside the sum of $792.67 
and the State will contribute $5,284.47. 


4. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $3,200.00 to do the necessary tarring 
of town roads, or take any vote relative thereto. 


_5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $300.00 for continuing the work on 
the South Cemetery Annex, or take any vote relative 
thereto. 


6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $350.00 for the construction of a Tool 
House at South Cemetery, or take any vote relative 
thereto. 


7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $500.00 to cement part or all of Trac- 
tor House Floor, or take any vote relative thereto. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
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priate the sum of $500.00 for the purchase of a siren 
to be used for Civil Defense and Fire Department 
Alarms, or take any vote relative thereto.

REPORT OF DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF 
To the Forest Fire Warden: 

The following is suggested information to be en- 
closed with your own record in the Annual Report of 
your town: 

In looking over the records I find that over one-third 
of the fires in District One in 1954 were from incinera- 
tors and burning without first securing a permit from 
the forest fire warden of the town where fire occurred. 
As all these thirty-three fires were in violation of the 
law, all of us citizens who own homes or rent property 
should try to the best of our ability to cooperate with 
the forest fire warden and fire chief in the town or city 
in which we live. 

After the snow leaves the ground and the spring sea- 
son arrives we all like to get out of doors and start to 
clean up the grounds and back sheds so before we start 
to burn, let’s contact the forest fire warden of the town 
in which we live and get his view and permit.

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FIRE WARDEN’S REPORT 


35. Permits. (b) No person, firm or corporation 
shall kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or shall burn 
or cause to be burned any material, and no city or town 
shall kindle or maintain a fire or a public dump, in or 
near woodlands, pasture, brush, sprout, waste, or cut- 
over land, or where fire may be communicated to such 
land, except when the ground is covered with snow, 
without first obtaining a written permit from the forest 
fire warden of the town where the burning is to be done 
unless the same is in the presence of the warden or his 
agent. 

36. Liability for Fires without Permit. Any per- 
son causing or kindling a fire without permit of the 
forest fire warden, when such permit is required, and 
any person by whose negligence or the negligence of 
his agents any fire shall be caused, shall be liable in a 
civil action for the payment to the town, or the state 
or both, of the expenses incurred by the forest fire war- 
den or deputy warden in attending or extinguishing 
such fire.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The board at its first meeting adopted rules of pro- 
cedure for its guidance, and chose Harold Parker as 
chairman and Marion Thompson as secretary. 

This first year the board has considered the general 
scope of its future activities. Most of its attention has 
been directed at a major problem which the town faces 
in the nature of future control of small tar-paper 
shacks along our principal highway. The board under- 
stands this problem was the outstanding reason for the 
creation of the board at last year's town meeting. 

The board will present at this coming town meet- 
ing its recommendation for adoption of Building Regu- 
lations. Such regulations will be distributed in mimeo- 
graphed form for consideration by the voters. The 
board believes such regulations may be adequate to 
control the problem at hand. In the event we need go 
further, the board has in mind the presentation of sim- 
ple zoning regulations for consideration at public hear- 
ings and inclusion in next year’s Town Warrant for 
action by the voters. 

The board recommends favorable action by the vot- 
ers on that article of this years Town Warrant with 
respect to the sale of the Town Grove, if it be found 
by the Selectmen the town has no legal restrictions 
which bar such action.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the School Board and Citizens of Lyndeborough: 


I respectfully submit my eighth annual report as 
your Superintendent of Schools: 


Instruction 

The Central School opened this fall with an enroll- 
ment of 80 pupils; 37 pupils in grades one and two and 
taught by Mrs. Alice Smith; 43 pupils in grades 3, 4, 5 
and 6 and taught by Mrs. Adelaide Herrick. We are 
fortunate in being able to retain the services of these 
two experienced teachers. Despite the fact that both 
rooms are over-crowded to the total of twenty-three 
pupils, the quality of instruction remains high and the 
progress of the children is good. Last year I discussed 
the effect that over-crowding has upon the learning sit- 
uation. The same problem is existent at this writing and 
will not be relieved until more school housing is pro- 
vided. Again I wish to call to the attention of the citi- 
zens of Lyndeborough, the fine job these two teachers 
are doing. 


School Housing 

The major part of this report will be confined to our 
school housing problem. It was brought to the atten- 
tion of the voters last year that we would have to face 
up to this problem at the next March meeting. This 
meeting is now upon us and the voters are the only 
ones who can resolve this problem. 

Your School Board, Superintendent and a commit- 
tee selected by the School Board have had several meet- 
ings discussing the need and the possible solutions to 
additional housing. The Advisory Committee was chos- 
en so that each area of the town might be represented 
as well as officials of the town. They are Mr. Harry 
Holt, Mr. Joseph Fay, Mrs. Audrey Crandall, Mrs. Ro- 
land Parker and Mr. Robert Johnson. Mr. Paul Farnum, 
Chief of Administrative Services, State Department of 
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Education, was called in to study the situation and meet 
with the combined committees to discuss suggestions. 
Mr. Stephen Tracy, of the Architectural Firm of Tracy 
and Hildreth was employed to study the feasibility of 
renovating Citizens Hall into usable classroom space 
and to submit sketches. This was done and discussed 
with the combined committees mentioned above and 
also the Committee that was appointed last March by 
the Town to study the Citizens’ Hall problem, namely 
Mr. William Shinn, Mr. Robert MacIntosh and Mr. Ro- 
bert Johnson. 

Two plans were submitted by Tracy & Hildreth on 
possible renovations of Citizens’ Hall, both of which 
were not recommended, since a sub-standard school 
would result in either case. Scheme “A” would provide 
classrooms 22’ x 29’, heat, water, lavatories, and supply 
room and no lunchroom or kitchen facilities, at an es- 
timated cost of constructing and furnishing same for 
$18,835. Scheme “B” would provide classrooms 18’ x 34’ 
with the same facilities mentioned above at an estimat- 
ed cost of $17,617. The Architects note the following 
disadvantages of Scheme “A”: 

. Divided School Operation (two schools) 
. Inadequate Playground Area (sloping lot) 
. High Maintenance Costs (heat’g, painting, etc.) 
No opportunity for future expansion 
. Combustible building 
. Questionable water supply 
. Poor natural lighting 
. No provisions for school lunch program 
disadvantages for Scheme “B” would include 
the above plus the following: 

1. Classrooms too narrow 

2. Headroom inadequate 
The general consensus of opinion among the above 
groups was that, if additional building space was to be 
provided, it should be attached to the present plant. 

At this writing, the Architects are working on three

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plans to present to the voters of the town; one would 
involve one additional classroom; one additional class- 
room with additional heating, toilet rooms and kitchen 
facilities and two additional classrooms with the afore- 
mentioned services. No cost estimates have been made 
on the above, but should be available at the School Dis- 
trict Meeting. 

The need of additional housing is well established. 
We presently have 80 pupils in a building that was 
originally constructed to hold a maximum of 60. A very 
accurate census was taken in September 1954 and the 
following study was made. These figures involve only 
grades 1-6 and do not include the children in North 
Lyndeborough, who have attended, and probably will 
continue to attend, the Francestown School. 

1955-56 98 pupils 
1956-57 97 pupils 
1957-58 105 pupils 
1958-59 96 pupils 
1959-60 91 pupils 

While it appears that there may be a leveling off 
period in 1959-60, there is no assurance that this will 
be the case. We experienced the same levelling off 
situation in 1946-48 when we hand 55, 53, 54 pupils. 
However, the general trend in Lyndeborough follows 
the pattern of the nation as a whole and this decline 
and rise follows a curve pattern showing a steady climb. 

The question has arisen many times — “How many 
rooms do we need?” In my best judgment we should 
provide two rooms immediately, even though we could 
get by on one room next fall. It is generally considered 
more economical to construct at one time what you are 
going to need in the near future, than it is to build for 
each years expansion. We should plan so as not to 
have more than 25 pupils in a multiple-graded room. 

Special Articles in the school warrant give the vot- 
ers an opportunity to select the method they desire to 
solve the problem posed above. Articles 9, 10 and 11 
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refer to the possibilities existent in Citizens’ Hall. Ar- 
ticle 12, presents to the voters action that may be taken 
relative to constructing an addition to the present plant. 
Article 13 refers to action taken on Art. 12. Art. 14 pre- 
sents an opportunity to provide for the services to be 
rendered in the event Article 10 or 12 passes. Article 
15 provides for an additional teacher regardless of the 
action taken on the preceding Articles. Space will have 
to be found somewhere and somehow to house the ad- 
ditional teacher and pupils. 


Finance 

The School Board's Budget calls for an appropria- 
tion of $28,691.38, an increase of $1,507.70 over that re- 
quested last year. This increase is reflected in the fol- 
lowing areas: Teachers’ Salaries $500; Tuition $425; 
New Equipment $220; Fixed Charges $40.44; School 
Lunch $100; Transportation $316.25; Expenses of Ad- 
ministration and Statutory Obligations $116.51; Miscel- 
laneous items $124.50. Decreases in other areas of the 
budget effect the net increase mentioned above. 

Tuition costs for pupils attending grades 7 and 8 
in Wilton were increased from $125 per pupil to $150 
per pupil to compensate somewhat for their increased 
costs. Wilton’s per pupil cost for these grades is $225.55 
The high school tuition costs remain the same as they 
have for several years, namely $225. We estimate that 
there will be 35 pupils attending grades 9 - 12 at Wilton 
at $225; one attending Brewster Academy at $275; one 
attending Nashua at $310; three attending Francestown 
at $175; and 20 attending Wilton grades 7-8 at $150. 
The increase of $100 for School Lunch was recommend- 
ed and approved by the Budget Committee at the Public 
Hearing on the School Budget. The increase in trans- 
portation is necessitated by the larger number of pupils 
we anticipate to be carried next year and the possibility 
that a larger bus will be needed. Our contract with 
Wilton Auto Station expires in June 1955. 
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While the School Board has not anticipated any in- 
come from State Aid it would seem that in all proba- 
bility, if the present law is enacted, and an additional 
state subsidy is provided, that Lyndeborough will re- 
ceive as much if not more than it did for 1954-55. 


Conclusion 
I wish to again express my sincere appreciation to 
the Lyndeborough School Board, teachers, parents, and 
citizens of Lyndeborough for their support and help in 
developing and administering an educational program 
for the children of our town.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


I made fifteen visits to the Lyndeborough Public 
School during the year of 1953-54 as School Nurse. 
The prevalence of upper respiratory infection was very 
great throughout the year, but the other diseases were 
not present. There was one case of rheumatic fever. 

Three home visits were made to discuss the health 
of the children with the parents and one child was taken 
to the surgeon in Wilton to have a laceration sewed up 
because of an injury on the school ground. 

The children were weighed and measured twice 
during the school year and most showed a satisfactory 
gain. By means of the Snellon chart, vision screening 
was done and two children were found to be in need 
of attention. I used the group audiometer for checking 
hearing loss and found one child who had definite loss 
of hearing. Reports were sent to the parents of the 
children. 

Dr. Sheris examined the children in the fall and 
found the following defects: 

Wax in ears 

Enlarged tonsils 
Enlarged cervical glands 
Poor posture 

Defective speech 
Defective teeth

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Health reports are maintained on all children 
throughout their school life.
